Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1962  in  accordance  with  regulations  5 
(3)  and  15  (5)  of  the  Public  Health  Officers  (Outside  London)  Regulations 

1959. 


Af ter  publication  of  last  year' s report  the  Registrar  General 
notified  me  that  the  mid  1961  population  estimate  of  the  Rural  District 
was  incorrectly  given  as  23,990,  the  figure  should  have  been  21,900. 

The  amended  rates  for  1961  are  set  out  below,  together  with  the 
corresponding  rates  for  1962,

The  main  vital  statistics  for  the  Rural  District  show  a very 
satisfactory  trend  compared  with  previous  ;>ear3c  The  population  has 
risen  by  300,  and  the  natural  increase,  excess  of  births  over  deaths  has 
increased  to  85  from  20  in  1961 „ The  birth  rate  has  risen  to  15-47  per 
1,000  population,  there  being  324  births  against  288  last  year.  With 
the  rise  in  births  one  expects  an  increase  in  the  still  birth  rate,  but 
it  is  pleasing  to  record  that  this  has  fallen  from  20.41  per  1,000  total 

live  and  still  births  to  1 5-2  this  year.  The  general  death  and  infant 

death  rates  have  both  decreased.  There  were  no  maternal  deaths. 

Forty-four  notifications  of  Infectious  Disease,  mainly  measles 
and  whooping  cough,  were  received  during  1562.  The  pulmonary  tuberculosis 
case  incidence  dropped  from  0.29  to  0.1 8 per  1 -,000  population.  During 
1962  there  were  importations  of  smallpox  by  air  and  sea  into  the  United 
Kingdom,  and  contacts  from  three  of  these  were  under  surveillance  in  the 
Rural  District. 

One  Offensive  Trade  is  carried  out  in  the  Rural  District  namely, 
Knackers  Yard  serving  the  farming  community  and  meat  trade  in  Central  and 
West  Cornwall.  During  1962  complaints  were  received  about  objectionable 
smells  from  the  premises.  Inspections  of  the  f ac tony  and  discussions  with 
the  management  have  resulted  in  improvements  in  the  factory  and  the 
installation  of  equipment  to  lessen  the  smell  by  trapping  most  of  the 
vapours.

In  the  early  part  of  the  year  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  reminded  Local  Authorities  of  the  housing  problems  which 
arise  from  gipsy  encampments  and  caravan  dwellers  who  have  no  fixed 
abode.  At  the  end  of  the  year  30  caravans  approximately  scattered  throughout  the 
Rural  District  occupied  unlicensed  sites  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and 
Control  of  Development  Act,  I960.  On  the  western  boundary  of  the  Rural 
District  in  Crowan  Parish,  a group  of  9 caravans  and  temporary  structures, 

4 in  Kerrier,  3 in  West  Penwith  and  2 on  the  boundary  have  occupied  waste 
land  for  many  years,  without  complaint  from  the  residents  or  neighbours. 
Improvements  which  can  be  effected  are  mains  water  standpipes,  toilets, 
drainage  for  waste  water,  and  the  prohibition  of  further  caravans  in  this 
area. 
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Following  the  Report  on  the  Conduct  of  the  Fluoridation 
Studies  in  the  United  Kingdom  and  the  Results  Achieved  after  Five 
Years,  and  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  28/62,  the  Council  considered 
a Report  on  Fluoride. tion  of  water  supplies  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  recommending  that  action  be  taken  to  ensure  that  the  water 
supplies  serving  this  community  should  contain  approximately  one  part 
per  million  of  fluoride.  This  matter  was  deferred  for  further  discussion 
and  no  decision  had  been  taken  by  the  end  of  the  year.  Much  national 
publicity  against  fluoridation  has  taken  place,  but  surely  the  important 
factors  are:- 

1.  Fluoride  is  a natural  constituent  of  most  wa.ters,  and 
the  addition  of  fluoride  to  those  waters  which  are 
naturally  deficient,  simply  adjusts  the  content  to 
the  level  needed  for  dental  protection. 

2.  Artificially  flucrided  water  is  similar  in  its  action 
to  that  containing  naturally  derived  fluoride. 

3.  There  are  no  known  harmful  effects  from  life  long 
consumption  of  waters  containing  high  natural  fluoride. 

The  danger  to  children  of  plastic  bags  used  as  play  things  was 
brought  to  the  notice  of  parents  at  clinics  and  schools  by  the  Council 
making  available  the  leaflet  prepared  by  the  Royal  Society  for 
Prevention  of  Accidents. 

I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  my  Chairman,  Members  of  the 
Committees,  Officers  of  the  Council,  and  the  staff  in  the  Public  Health 
Department  and  the  Area  Health  Office  for  their  work  during  the  year.

Health  Service  Act,  1946,  by  the  Cornwall  County  Service  and  are  administ- 
ered through  No.  2 Area  Health  Sub-Committee  on  which  the  Helston  Borough 
is  represented  by  1 member  and  the  Kerrier  Rural  District  by  4 members*. 

(a)  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children 

Women  who  desire  to  have  their  babies  at  home  are  supervised  during 
their  pregnancy  by  their  family  doctor  and  the  domiciliary  midwife* 
Adequate  and  continuous  ante-natal  and  post-natal  care  is  essential  if 
complications  in  labour  and  chronic  ill  health  in  later  life  are  to  be 
avoided.  Most  practices  in  the  Helston  Borough  and  Kerrier  Rural  district 
hold  ante-natal  clinics  at  their  surgeries  at  which  the  midwife  attends* 
Health  education  is  available  for  these  mothers* 

Hospital 

Hospital  patients  who  have  booked  hospital  beds  attend  the  hospital 
outpatients  clinic.  Apart  from  emergency  cases,  bookings  for  hospital 
confinements  are  allocated  according  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  priority 
groups,  for  medical  or  obstretical  reasons  and  unsuitable  home  conditions. 
Patients  who  have  been  accepted  for  hospital  confinements  attend  the 
hospital  ante-natal  clinic,  but  continue  to  be  supervised  at  home  by  their 
family  doctors*  Mothers  and  babies  are  normally  discharged  home  on  the 
lOtho  day  after  delivery  to  the  care  of  the  Health  Visitor.  The  important 
post-natal  supervision  which  every  mother  has,  four  weeks  after  delivery 
is  carried  out  by  their  family  doctor.

( f ) Ambulance  Servi c e 

During  weekday  working  hours  the  County  Ambulance  Service  from  Tolvean 
Depot,  Redruth,  carries  out  all  normal  duties;  at  nights  and  at  weekends 
cover  is  given  by  voluntary  ambulance  cr ew  of  St.  John  Ambulance  Brigade 
at  Helston,  using  their  own  ambulance-. 

All  ambulances  operating  from  the  depot  are  wireless  controlled  and 
are  thus  instantly  available  wherever  they  may  be.  This  frequently  has 
enabled  the  Depot  Controller  to  direct  an  already  moving  ambulance  to  the 
scene  of  an  accident* 

(g)  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  /if ter  Care 

(1)  Nursing  Equipment  - Cases  discharged  from  hospital  and  requiring  after 
care  are  treated  by  the  Home  Nurse  or  supervised  by  the  Health  Visitor.  Sick 
room  equipment  such  as  urine  bottles,  bedpans-  bed  rests,  air  cushions, 
mattresses,  rubber  sheeting,  can  be  had  on  loan. 

(2)  Hospital  - After  Care  - The  Assistant  County  Nursing  Officer  liases 
with  the  hospital  staffs,  background  reports  of  home  and  social  conditions 
are  made  available  to  the  medical  staff  and  advance  requests  are  made  for 
home  nursing,  home  help  and  supervisory  visits  which  the  patient  may 
require  on  discharge. 

(3)  Laundry  Service  - It  was  not  found  necessary  to  call  on  this  service 
during  the  ye ar.  However,  there  has  been  an  increased  use  of  incontinent 
pads  which  are  suitable  for  most  cases. 

(4)  Welfare  Workers  -*  To  carry  out  the  provision  of  the  National 
Assistance  Act  1948,  two  Welfare  Officers  and  1 Family  Welfare  Worker  work 
in  Area  2. 

(5)  Mental  Health  - Under  the  Mental  Health  Act  I960,  two  Mental  Welfare 
Officers  provide  for  the  admission  to  hospital  of  all  mentally  ill  patients, 
and  mentally  subnormal  persons,  and  their  subsequent  after  care  and  rehab- 
ilitation in  the  community,  and  the  care  and  after  care  at  home. 

(h)  Domestic  Help  Service  - Helston  and  Kerrier 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  38  cases  in  Helston  and  Kerrier  were 
being  served,  by  a Home  Help,  this  increased  by  2 by  the  31st.  December 
1962.  There  were  50  new  cases  during  the  year.  Throughout  the  year  the 
equivalent  of  5 full  time  Home  Helps  were  employed.

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SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water  supplies  in  the  area  during  the  twelve  months  under  review  have  "been 
well  maintained.  No  restriction  was  placed  on  consumers  where  piped  supplies 
are  available. 

The  total  amount  of  water  produced  during  the  year  from  the  various  under- 
taking was  108,7  M.G,  with  an  additional  bulk  supply  from  the  Falmouth  Borough 
Council  of  21.6  M.G.  Approximately  5,500  houses  within  the  area  enjoy  a piped 
supply  of  water. 


Trunk  Main.  Roskrow  Reservoir  - Predannack. 

Work  is  almost  completed  on  the  trunk  main  from  the  1,000,000  gallon  reservoir 
at  Roskrow  Wood  to  Predannack  and  Mullion,  and  the  villages  of  Constantine  and 
Gweek  are  receiving  a piped  supply  of  water  from  this  source. 


During  the  year  work  has  commenced  on  construction  of  the  dam  in  connection 
with  the  Stithians  Impounding  Scheme. 


Plans  and  specifications  are  being  prepared  for  the  Stage  l+,  or  high  level 
zone  scheme  which,  when  completed  will  afford  a piped  supply  of  water  to  those 
parts  of  Wendron  end  Stithians  situated  between  600  O.D.  and  700  O.D. 


Public  WTells. 

The  works  of  closing  public  wells  and  supplies  in  areas  where  mains  supplies 
have  become  operative  still  continues.  Little  trouble  has  been  experienced  in 
the  actual  closing  of  the  wells,  nornally  accomplished  by  the  removed  of  the 
pump,  but  some  residents  still  prefer  the  'Pure'  well  water. 


A number  of  areas  still  do  depend  on  well  water  supplies  and  as  far  as  can 
be  seen  will  continue  to  do  so  for  some  time  to  come.  All  wells  open  to  the 
public  are  sampled  at  regular  intervals  with,  as  one  may  reasonably  surmise,  very 
mixed  results.  In  all  cases  where  poor  and  doubtful  results  are  obtained,  notices 
are  posted  requesting  users  to  boil  all  water.  Such  wells  are  inspected  and 
necessary  improvement  works  carried  out,  the  supplies  are  then  re-sanpled.

My  pious  hopes  of  the  previous  year  were  not  fulfilled  and  no  further  sewerage 
system  came  into  operation  during  the  year.  However,  considerable  progress  was 
made  with  the  Constantine  Sewage  Disposal  and  Sewerage  Scheme  and  we  can  confidently 
look  forward  to  this  coming  into  full  use  during  the  coming  year.  The  schemes  for 
Mawnan  Smith  and  Budock  have  now  reached  an  advanced  state  of  preparation  whilst 
those  for  Breage  and  Ashton,  Ruan-  and  Cadgwith  and  The  Lizard  have  received 
preliminary  surveys.  The  extension  to  Mullion  Sewerage  was  completed  together 
with  some  improvement  of  the  existing  portion.  This  fills  a much  needed  want  in 
the  Polhorman  area  whdre  considerable  private  enterprise  building  has  been  taking 
place .

At  one  period  it  was  thought  that  outside  assistance  would  be  required 
to  even  cope  reasonably  with  the  demand,  but  due,  without  doubt,  to  a magnificent 
effort  on  the  part  of  the  operators  this  assistance  was  never  called  upon.  I am 
f.ully  aware  that  this  entailed  considerable  periods  of  overtime  and  the  thanks 
of  the  Council  are  due  to  the  men  for  willingly  putting  in  these  long  hours 
without  complaint.

It  is  rather  pleasing  to  note  that  this  important  service  is  on  the 
decline  as  far  as  the  number  of  properties  serviced  is  concerned.  This 
could  be  dlue  to  the  education  of  many  families  in  the  ways  of  improved 
housing  and  social  services  and  I am  of  the  opinion  that  this  service  acts 
as  an  indicator  as  to  the  success  of  this  knowledge.

As  in  past  years  the  collection  of  refuse  and  to  a less  degree  the  disposal 
of  same  proved  to  be  a tremendous  job.  However,  on  the  brighter  side,  I am 
pleased  to  report  that  the  additional  service  to  hotels  and  camping  sites  was 
fully  implemented  during  the  sea„son  and  was  greatly  appreciated.  With  the 
retention  of  the  old  10yd,  side  loader  it  was  found  possible  to  assist  the 
normal  collections  and  so  avoid  many  of  the  difficulties  experienced  in  previous 
years.  New  litter  bins  were  distributed  throughout  County  Council  lay-bys  and 
were  found  very  efficient  in  helping  to  avoid  nuisances  by  litter,  A number 
were  also  placed  on  beaches  with  excellent  results.  All  litter  bins  were  emptied 
twice  per  week  throughout  the  season.  I would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to 
thank  all  concerned  for  a.  great  and  prolonged  effort. 


The  disposal  of  refuse  continues  to  he  a problem  and  four  tips  we re  in  use 
during  the  year  at  Mullion,  Bonython,  Constantine  and  Boscreege,  The  tip  at 
Mullion  was  filled  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  was  covered  down  and  ceased 
to  operate.  The  tip  at  Boscreege  was  covered  regularly  and  no  nuisances  of 
any  description  developed.  The  tips  at  Constantine  and  Bonython  were  a rather 
different  problem  as  due  to  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  covering  material  these 
tips  were  never  really  ’controlled’.  However,  all  tips  were  regularly  treated 
for  rodents  and  flies  and  were  trimmed  as  and  when  required.

General  Epidemiology 


The  total  number  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  1962  was  44 
compared  with  443  in  1961.  The  decrease  is  accounted  for  by  the  decrease 
in  the  cases  of  Measles. 

Puerperal  Fyrexia 

The  number  of  Kerrier  mothers  confined  in  hospital  and  developing 
Fuerperal  Fyrexia  was  2.  No  cases  occurred  in  domiciliary  confinements. 

The  Maternity  Unit  at  Redruth  serves  the  whole  of  the  County.  1,680 
births  were  notified  and  26  cases  of  Fuerperal  Fyrexia  occurred.  This 
gives  an  incidence  of  15  cases  per  1,000  births. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 

4-  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  throughout  the  year, 
giving  a case  incidence  of  0.18  per  1,000  population. 

12  contacts  of  these  new  notifications  were  investigated,  giving  a 
contact  rate  of  3 persons  per  notified  case.

(a)  Contact  Tracing 

During  1962,  26  persons  were  given  B.C.G.  by  the  Chest  Physician 
being  contacts  of  persons  suffering  from  tuberculosis.  A further  9 
were  found  after  being  mantoux  tested  not  to  require  B.C.G.  vaccination. 
15  other  persons  were  given  B.C.G.  who  were  not  close  contacts.
